W ashimotom, April 10.—A lter the 
routine business, on motion of Mr. P la tt 
the W ashington Territory Admisaion 
hill waa taken up. 
Mr. M itchell, of 
Oregou, spoke in support of the bill. 
He also advocated the speedy admission 
of Dakota and Montana. 
T he bill waa 
then brought to a vote and passed su b ­ 
stantial!} as reported frotu the commit­ 
tee. 
Yeas 30, nays 13. 
T he Democrats 
voting with th e R epublicans in th e si- 
Urinative were: Messrs. Butler, George, 
Jones of Arkansas, and Morgau. 
T h e 
negative votes were all 
Democratic, 
, among them being th a t of M r. H eanit, 
whose ürst voto waa cast on this bill. 
The bill as paaaed authorises the inhab­ 
itants of the Territory of W ashiui(ton 
and the adjacent p art of the Territory 
of Idaho to form a Stato government, 
with th e name of the .State of W ashing­ 
ton. 
I t provides for a convention to 
formulate 
and adopt a constitution, 
which shall be republican in form and 
uot repugnant to th e constitution of 
tho (Jailed States or to the principles of 
the Declaration of ludepeudenoe. 
The 
persons who shall be entitled to vota for 
members of the convention are described 
by the bill to be qualified electors, resi. 
dent w ithin eaid boundaries." 
A con­ 
ven ion is to meet a t W alla W alia at 
such time as tho Governor of th e T e rri­ 
tory shall desiguale, and when the new 
I constitution shall be completed it shall 
be submitted to tbe people for ratifica­ 
tion" 
If ratified it shall be ao certi Bed 
to the President of tbe United Htales, 
I who if the constitution conform to the 
requirements of this bill, shall by publio 
proclamation declare the S tate adm itted 
to the Union on an equal footing w ith 
I the origiual 
States 
w ithout 
further 
I action by Congress. 
The bill now goes 
] to the Houae of Representatives for con- 
I enrrence.

January last the G overnor of the S tate 
of Chihuahua, in a report by telegraph 
to the W ar D epartm ent, says th a t on 
the 11th of eaid m outh th e M exican 
forcea bad had an encounter a t a place 
called Tispnr, in the Bavy mountain*, 
with 200 Indiana, com m anded by for­ 
eign officers, and had killed five persons, 
among them their captain (Crawford). 
On our side several persons were also 
[killed and 
wounded. 
Amoug 
tb e 
former was the major commanding the 
.troop* and the Lieutenant. This iucident 
Jwsa somewhat distorted in transm itting 
It be uews to the N orth American news- 
lpspers and this gave rise to the supposi 
Ition in the United States th at the kill 
Jing of Captain Crawford in said enooun 
Ite r had been intentionally caused by 
lo u r troop*, as they (the papers) aaaert 
■that they (the Mexican troops) tired 
lagainat otficers of the United Slate* 
army knowingly. 
Public opinion «ras 
somewhat excited in both countries and 
the two governments were compelled to 
~ 
a careful investigation of the

b p to the present time, I have tb e convic­ 
io th a t in said encounter oar troops 
loaght th at they were fighting hostile

■were composed of oitizeus of the S tate of 
IC bihuahna, will always have th e exanse 
■ that they could not take as friends the 
lln d ia n s, who were in front, wheu they 
■ well knew, according to th e agreem ent 
■ for tbe passing of troops by the frontier, 
■ that only regular troops of both R epub­ 
l i c s can pass reciprocally the boundary 
I line when they are following the hot 
V trail of hostile Indians.

great arm ory of the Sixth Cavalry, on 
th e lake Trout to-night, aud possibly ten 
thousand more gathered In front of the 
building. 
The occasion had keen ad 
vertiaed as an eight hoar demonstration, 
under the auspices of th s Tradoa Assem­ 
blies of Chicago. 
Among tbe numerous 
trades 
represented 
were carpenters, 
plasterers, 
clothing cutters aud cigar 
makers, b ut a long list of others were 
not far behind in point of numbers. 
George A. Schilling acted as Chairm an. 
Kauged about him on the platform w ere 
leaders of looal Unions, and men prom­ 
inent in the labor movement. 
Among 
the latter sat Judge Kichaid Pendergast, 
of the S tate bench, Alexander Sullivan, 
also oounpied a seat on the platform. 
The addresses of tbe evening were de­ 
livered by Tbos. K. Hill, who spoke of 
the progress of the eight hour movement, 
\V. H. Salter, on the economies and 
bearing of the movemont on society, and 
I., H. Sawyer, on its material advan­ 
tages to wage workers. 
The meeting 
was prolonged to a late hour, and but 
few references wore made by the speak­ 
ers to th e existing railway strikes, their 
argum ent being th at the inaasea should 
orgauize till atrikea should 
be made 
practically impossible, and steady woik 
at reasonable pay could be obtaiued by 
ineaaures such as a general adoption of 
the eight hour system. 
Though the strikers were practioally 
left untouched by the speakers an ex­ 
pression of the feeling of the m ultitude 
was given in tbe following which was 
adopted by acclamation amid the wildest 
enthusiasm: 
Retolved, T hat this mass meeting of 
citizens of Chioago denounce tbe perlidy 
of Jay (Jonld in breaking bis agreement 
with the Knights of Labor to settle the 
cansar of the present strike in tho south 
west by arbitration. 
By his letter of 
Sanday, M arch 28th last to Mr. Pow- 
derly, Grand M aster W orkmau of the 
K nights of Labor, Gonld stated in sub- 
Btauce th at the grievances of the men 
uow on the strike on the southw estern 
roads would be submitted to arbitration. 
This letter was w ritten to Powderly 
after two interviews on th at Sunday 
st Gould's 
bouse 
and 
as 
a 
part 
tbe 
agreement 
between 
Gonld 
and 
tbe 
Knight* 
of 
Labor. 
In 
accordauoe with tbe same agreement 
Mr. Powderly telegraphed tbe men on 
the strike to return to work at once. 
Gould next 
day, by falsehood and 
double dealing, violated the agreemeut, 
plainly for ths purpose of demoralizing 
the Knights of Labor. 
\Vu therefore 
declare th a t the conduct of G onld iu 
this m atter is bsse in the extrem e, and 
we call upon the public everywhere to 
to familiarize themselves w ith the facte 
tbe case and to judge who is to blame 
for the coutionance of th e strike, Gonld 
- the K nights of Labor . 
Horn# of the city papers estim ate the 
gathering a t between 15,000 and 20,000 
men. 
I t was probably tbo largest labor 
dem onstration ever held in this city.

A t 3 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon th e party pitched 
their tente and all left th e camp bat 
Henry M iller, a guard, who was in 
charge, and Big Chewey, a Cherokee In­ 
dian desperado, a prisoner, charged with 
introducing ami selling whiskey into tbe 
Indian couutry. 
Upon returning to 
camp a t 5 o'clock, tb e m arshal's party 
found M iller dead with his bead crushed 
and a bloody axe lying beside him. 
Circumstances showed that M iller was 
driving down 
tent 
pins 
when 
Big 
Chewey slipped up behind him ana 
struck 
him with the axe and then 
escaped.

More Troops Ordered to 


S t . Louis. 


MATTERS IN A QUIETER STATE. 


The K n ig h ts D euy all R«*»|»oiihí-

the troops. 
The request was refused. 
The K uigbts declared their 
willing­ 
ness and desire to aid the S tate iu pre­ 
serving order aud deprecated the affair 
of yesterday, and oxpreased the view 
th at none of their order w ere engaged 
the affray or reeponsible for the riots 
■uooeediug it. 
T he necessity for more 
troops to guard railway property ap­ 
pears to be seriously felt by ths officers, 
aud it is probable th a t the G overnor will 
be compelled tQ .order lsrger forces here. 
flBrLAOINU THE BLAME ON U0LI.Ü. 
St . Lou i«, A pril 10.—The Executive 
Board of tho K nights of Labor, when 
the.news-of the shooting reached them, 
proceeded at once to East S t. Louie, and 
there conferred with a num ber of oiti­ 
zeus, and got the general opinion of the 
terrible affair. 
After advieing every 
against violence, the Board returned 
to this side and prepared th e following 
telegram as the expression of the Board's 
epinion of th e affair:

INCENDIARY VIREN. 
St . Loots, April 10.—Tbe tires which 
broke o nt iu East St. Louis a t 11 o'clock 
last 
night, are now onder control. 
Fifty freight cars, the scale bouses and 
lumber yard were completely destroyed. 
Tbe round houses and shops are par­ 
tially saved. 
The fires were all by in­ 
cendiaries. 
Large crowd*, strikers and citizen*, 
are collected in groups over the city and 
are still determ ined to have revenge for 
yesterday's mas»acre. 
P ublics ntiment 
is running high. 
Firemen aud engines 
were sent from St. Louis to help p ut out 
the fire, but their hose was cut and the 
men intim idated. They returned without 
assisting. 
T he city ha* been in a state of panic 
during tb e entire nijjht, owing to tbe 
numerous incendiary tires, hut with the 
presenoe of the military, which is guard 
ing all the main tracks diverging from 
the relay depot, something like order 
appears to promise for the day. 
The 
Sheriff has diiniisted all of his deputies 
with tbe exception of three or four men, 
depending 
chiefly upou 
the 
troops 
for 
protection. 
All of th e platform 
men and yardmen of the Burlington 
road have returned, and freight trains 
are m oving thi* morning w itbont mo­ 
lestation. 
KNIGHT o r LABOR KILLED. 
E ast St . Lgcin, April 10.—It trans­ 
pires th a t a yovag man named Andrew 
Jouea, a K night of Labor, was shot yes­ 
terday, and he is not expected to live 
through th e day. 
Ho will make tbe 
eighth person killed thus far. 
A STRIKE LEADER DEAD. 
S t. Lociu, April 10.—T he body of L 
R. Thompson, who was shot by th e át. 
Louis Deputy Sheriffs yesterday after­ 
noon on th e bridge and died last even- 
iug at 7 :35 at the hospital, was taken to 
the morgue to-day. 
Dr. Dean, in his 
statem ent to the Coroner, said th at he 
asked Thompson to make a statement 
of the occurrence so th at it could be 
used in caae of his death b at the wound­ 
ed man would not make any. 
This 
afternoon H. B. Stone, General Manager 
of tbe Chicago, Burlington Jt fjuinuy 
called a t the m urgne and identified the 
body as th at of a ring leader of tbe 
strike across the river. 
H e said: 
" I 
recognize him as a man I stopped in our 
yards last Wednesday leading a gang of 
two hundred strikers.' 
POWDERLY ON THE LABOR TROCELES, 
S c a n to n , April 10.—General Master 
W orkman Powderly this morning elatsd 
that the rumor that he waa preparing a 
statem ent to the pnblio or th e Knights 
regarding the Southwestern troubles was 
without foundation. 
"T he Executive 
Board " said he "ha* done everything 
possible for a settlem ent of the difficul­ 
ty and th e responsibility for w hat fol­ 
lows rests entirely upon others. 
Matters 
will have to take their own course unless 
arbitration is consented to. 
If this is 
done then there will be no difficulty in 
bringing 
this strike to a speedy close. 
This is tbe only point where trouble 
exists rod I believe that tbo country 
will nover again see so formidable a strike 
as tbe employers and employees have 
learned th a t the easiest way of settling 
disputes is by arbitration, 
the corner 
stone 
of the 
Knights 
of Labor." 
While M r. Powderly has improved in 
health he is by no means a well man. 
MORE TROOPS ORDERED. 
St . Louis, April 10.—The Adjutant- 
General to-night, by direction of ths 
Governor, ordered seven additional com 
ponies of the Fifth and Eighth regi­ 
ments to report here at once. 
This i« 
not owing to the fear of an open con­ 
flict with the riotous clement, but sim­ 
ply as a precaution to insure the guard­ 
ing of railroad and other valuable prop­ 
erty . 
Tho city has very few policemen 
end very limited facilities for subduing 
tires. 
The railroad yards and grain 
warehouses extend for a distance o f fully 
six miles along th e bank of the Missis­ 
sippi river, and the difficulty which is 
^aq ated of guarding property scattered 
flPver such an extent of territory requires 
“•epessarily a very largo body of men. 
T he arrival of th e additional foroe will 
make seventeen companies of infantry 
in addition to a gatling-gun detachment. 
General Reece, commanding the Second 
brigade, assumed command of tbe foroe 
to night under orders from the Gov­ 
ernor. 
qriRT REIONB. 
A few small clusters of men have been 
seen on tbo streets and in the vicinity 
of the railroad croasings, but thus far 
they have preserved on u tter silence, 
and have displayed no deeire to provok* 
a oonflict. 
The taunting and threaten­ 
ing to which the Deputy sheriffs were 
subjected has ceased. 
A t 11 r. M. re­ 
ports from every portion of the city 
■how th at absolute quiet prevailed up to 
this hour. 
The business streets are de­ 
serted, end uo arrests have occurred of 
treeapassers 
upon railroad property. 
The night la stormy, rain having aet In 
about It o'clock and is

steadily.
